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PART II-PROCEEDINGS 

JOURNAL OF THE CONFERENCE 
THURSDiVY MORNING, DECEMBER 6. 

The seventy-fourth session of the Florida Annual Conference 
came to order at 9 :00 a. ni., December 6th, 1917, in Trinity Church, 
Miami, Bishop Collins Denny presiding. Bishop Denny, after hymn 
560, ‘^And We Are Yet Alive,” was sung, led in prayer. He read and 
expounded Hebrews 9th chapter. 

The secretary of last conference called the roll to which 119 preach- 
ers and 14 laymen responded. 

During roll call a telegram announcing the death of D. Lee Switzer 
was read by secretary. 

F. Pasco was elected secretar}", wuth I. C. Jenkins, J. E. Mickler 
and E. F. Ley assistants, and Chas. W. Dudlej^, C. E. Gutteridge and 
J. D. Murray statistical secretaries. 

Nine and twelve a. m. were made hours for meeting and adjourn- 
ing. Bar of conference was fixed to extend from rear window on right 
of main auditorium toward chancel. 

Presiding elders presented list of nominations for the usual com- 
mittees, which were duly accepted. (See Committees). 

I. C. Jenkins’ name on Board of Education was replaced by W. A.

W. A. Myres, on behalf of the presiding elders, ])resented 
a paper setting forth a plan to raise $10,200 for Southern College, for 
which unanimous support was sought. The vote was, by motion taken 
by standing, and the paper with the report adopted. 

Bishop Denny addressed the conference relative to Southei’n Col- 

lege. 

Resolution signed by S. W. Lawler and L. W. Moore welcoming 
Dr. S. W. Walker back to this conference passed by standing vote. 

Second ballot for reserve lay delegation resulted in election of R. 
0. Meek, 18 votes having been cast, he making the fourth reserve. 

Ballot No. 4, for ministerial delegation, showed 124 votes cast, 
with 63 necessary to a choice. J. P. Hilburn, having received 87, was 
declared elected.

James Atkins Hendry, Joseph Herman Daniel, Kinner Hollister, Shel- 
by Augustus Wilson, Livingston ]\Iunro. 

J. J. Tiiompson, an elder in the M. E. Church, was certified as 
having at same time taken the ordination vows of our church. 

Permission was given presiding elders for the use of M. M. Lord 
as supply. 

Bishop Denny announced the following committee to have in 
charge the ■war Avork at the Jacksonville camp: Presiding elder of 

Jacksonville; pastor First Church, Jacksonville; J. A. Futch, treas- 
urer; 0. 0. McCullom, R. G. Crowgey, and for the war Avork at aviation 
camp at Arcadia, presiding elder, BartoAV District; pastor Arcadia 
church, C. H. Mitchell, Dr. D. G. Barnett, treasurer. 

By motion the conference depository Avas requested to receive the 
Avar Avork fund and distribute said fund, a certain per cent to that at 
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Jacksonville and a certain per cent to that at Arcadia. 

I. S. Patterson stated that $21.05 had been placed in his hands 
for purchase of an overcoat for a certain brother. 

The place of holding the next annual conference was. taken up, 
and Jacksonville First Church, Lakeland, Orlando, and Miami were 
nominated, and First Church, Jacksonville, was chosen, in answer to 
question 52. 

First ballot for clerical reserve delegates to General Conference 
resulted in 112 votes cast, with 57 necessary to a choice. There was 
no election. 

A. E. Householder, presiding elder Gainesville District, presented 
request of J. E. Wray to be allowed to withdraw from the ministry 
and membership of our Church, his name having been left in the hands 
of Dr. Householder as his presiding elder, who accepted, on Dec. 30, 
1916, conditionally Dr. Wray’s withdrawal.

Report of Committee on Entertainment was again laid on the 
table and the committee discharged. 

On third ballot for reserves 121 votes were cast wdth 61 votes 
necessary to a choice, and R. I. Barnett w^as declared elected on a vote 
of 66. 

J. P. Phillips W'Rs granted leave of absence. 

Report No. 1, Temperance Committee, w^as read and adopted. 

Motion prevailed that when conference adjourns it to be to meet 
at 3 :00 o’clock. 

Committee on Conference Relations reported and its report was 
adopted. (See reports). 

The name of J. P. Durrance w^as called, and his name Avas referred 
to Committee on Conference Relations, his character passed. Pending 
this action time was extended to complete it. 

Tellers reported result of fourth ballot was 105, wdth 52 necessary 
for a choice. No election. After voting again the conference heard 
announcements. 
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J. P. Hilburn was requested by Bishop Denii}' to preside at after- 
noon session. Doxology was sung and the Bishop pronounced bene- 
diction. 

MONDAY AFTERNOON, DECEMBER 10, 1917. 

Pursuant to adjournment conference was called to order at 3 :00 
o’clock, J. P. Hilburn in the chair by appointment of the Bishop. L. 
M. Broyles led the opening exercises. 

Minutes *of the morning session were read and a{)proved. 

Fifth ballot of 90 votes, with 48 necessary to an election. Smith 
Hardin having received 58 votes was declared elected the fourth re- 
serve delegate to General Conference. 

Report of Board of Trustees Florida Conference Orphanage was 
read, pending adoption of which Miss Emma Tucker was extended the 
privileges of the floor, and spoke in the interests of the Orphanage. 
The report was adopted. 

Report of Committee on Memorials to the General Conference was 
read and was adopted, first item by item, and then as a whole. 

S. W. Lawler, L. W. Moore, J. L. Moon were excused upon re- 
quest, from further attendance upon the sessions of the conference. 

A memorial presented by W. A. Cooper was, by common consent, 
adopted without reference to Committee on Memorials to General Con- 
ference and called for a larger provision for the Colored Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

Motion that when we adjourn it be to meet again at 7 :30 o’clock 
this evening prevailed, and the doxology was followed by benediction 
by T. S. Armistead.

BOARD OF EDUCATION 

The Board of Education makes the following report to the Florida 
Annual Conference assembled in Miami, Fla., Dec. 10, 1917 : 

We are pleased to call your attention to the steady growth of our 
two connectional institutions, Emory University and Southern Method- 
ist University. They have had during the scholastic year an enroll- 
ment of 1,477 students. Never before in the history of our Church 
hav^e so many of our young ministers taken courses in Theology. Our 
two theological schools have had during the scholastic year an enroll- 
ment of 250 students. 

Our Conference Institution, Southern College, has suffered some 
loss of patronage in common with all of our colleges, because so many 
of our 3 'oung men have enlisted in the army and navy. 

A number of our people are giving loyal support to Southern 
College, but we feel the need of a more hearty co-operation on the 
part of the preachers and the people. We ui^e that the educational 
assessment be paid as early in the year as possible. 

We have fixed the second Sunday in March as Educational Day 
for our Sunday schools and Churches, and we urge our ministers to 
preach a sermon on that day on the subject of Education, with espe- 
cial reference to Southern College. 

We note with approval that many of our undergraduates are now 
taking their work through the Correspondence School. We endorse 
the work of this school and urge all of our undergraduates to avail 
themselves of the opportunity there offered to receive instruction and 
direction in their courses of study. 

A Preacher’s Institute properly conducted and attended by our 
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young ministers would, we believe, be of great value to them. We are 
ready to co-operate with the other Conference Boards in arranging 
for and conducting a Preacher’s Institute this summer. 

We recommend the following men for appointment as students 
in Emory University: Homer E. Owen, W. C. Rogers, G. E. Sum- 

mers. We recommend Rev. R. H. Alderman for appointment as Presi- 
dent of Southern College, and Rev. L. D. Lowe as Conference Secreta- 
ry of Education. 

We advise that the assessment on the Conference for Education 
remain the same as last year, $12,500.00 to be apportioned as in table 
for districts. 

This Board asks authority from the Conference to negotiate a 
loan of $2,000.00 to relieve some pressing obligations on the funds of 
Southern College, with the understanding that the first money placed 
to our credit wdth the Conference Depository shall be applied on this 
loan.

REPORT BOARD TRUSTEES SOUTHERJ^ COLLEGE 

We have gone carefully into the affairs of the College and find 
them in good condition. We take pride in saying to the Conference 
that we have a Faculty and student body that our Church may \vell 
bo proud of, and that all the Avork that could be done in a college is 
being thorol}’’ done at Southern. Every dollar that the Church is 
contributing to the cause is being judicially expended in developing 
the young life of the Church and State. We arc proud of the Faculty 
and personnel of the student body and realize that thro them we are 
touching every community of the Conference as represented at South- 
ern. 

While the financial conditions are not all that we might desire, 
yet we are not discouraged and face the future determined to continue 
the institution at the high standard now occupied. The recent sale of 
our stock in the development company has reduced our indebtedness 
to $19,463.49. Fifteen thousand of this is a bonded debt and can be 
carried; the balance with a probable deficit this year of between $6000 
and $7000, must be provided for. The stock of the development com- 
pany was purchased by friends of the institution in order to provide 
means to meet pressing obligations and the entire amount with the 
exception of $2,700, was applied on the debts of the institution. The 
majority of the stock had been donated to the college in the last few 
years. We appreciate the generosity of a few of our laymen who 
have made possible the great work being done by the college. 

We give our hearty endorsement to the plan proposed by the pre- 
siding elders for the raising of sufficient funds to guarantee the suc- 
cessful continuation of the work of the college and each member of the 
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Board personally pledges the presiding elders his co-operation and 
support in the great work that they have undertaken. 

Your Board has shown its appreciation of the tireless sacrifice 
and efficient vrork of the President of the College by unanimously elect- 
ing him at this time for another year, and we ask the Conference the 
same confidence and co-operation that the Board so heartily extends 
to him. 

We plead for a larger patronage and that the educational assess- 
ment be paid in full. We deplore the fact that the educational assess- 
ment is discriminated against in some instances. If our debts were out 
of the way, and the educational assessment paid in full, we could run 
the college without a deficit. 

In conclusion, none of us can adequately estimate the value to our 
work in Florida of a college owned and controlled by the Church. It 
must, however, be evident to all our people who give the matter any 
thought, that Southern College cannot do the work that should be done 
unless the Church shall supply the means needed by the college. We 
make this appeal not only in view of the present need of the college, 
but especially in view’ of the fact that Southern College has hereto- 
fore been the training ground for some of the leaders of this Confer- 
ence, and within the next few years, if we are to have leaders at all, 
we must train them at Southern College. 

Brethren, we are sure that you realize the tremendous importance 
of the teaching life of the college in the w’ork of the Church and the 
advancement of the kingdom of God. The college is yours, — think 
about it, pray about it, and work for it. We can and must give it 
the support needed at this time.

We, the Presiding Elders of the Florida Conference, after due and 
prayerful study of the interest of and the relation of Southern College 
to the work of our Church in this conference, deem it needful and wise 
that a special effort be put forth throughout the bounds of the Con- 
ference to raise a sum of money not less than Ten Thousand Dollars 
($10,000.00), apportioned to the several districts as follows:

These amounts to be raised under the leadership of the Presiding 
Elders of the several districts not later than April 1, 1918, for the 
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purpose of paying pressing debts and meeting deficits on operating 
expenses of the College; 

PROVIDED, That all collections from the campaign of the spring 
of 1917 collected after this Conference shall be credited on the pledge 
of the district where such payment is made.

BIBLE BOARD 

The .American Bible Society deserves special mention and attention 
just now, because, that, in addition to its regular great work of furn- 
ishing the Holy Scriptures in many languages for Home and Mis- 
sionary operations , w^e are engaged in the world’s greatest war with 
millions of soldiers to be supplied Avith the Word of God, of which 
number of soldiers there will be several millions of our own American 
boys. Its field of operation embraces almost every part of the Av^orld, 
employing more than two thousand colporters; and it has printing 
houses in nine great world centers. For this work it is largely de- 
pendent ujjon the contributions of the people. 

While it is not a Methodist institution, it is nevertheless ours, for 
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from it we receive our due proportion of aid; and it is able to trans- 
late the Scriptures into the varied languages, and furnish them far 
more cheaply than we could do it. Mission fields, war zones, and ev- 
ery part of our own country are calling for Bibles. To accomplish 
this great work millions of dollars are sorely needed. 

We regret to report that our own Conference is not only falling 
far short in its opportunities in this work, but is also failing to com- 
ply with our own disciplinary plan of taking a collection once a year 
in each congregation. For, of our own 148 charges last year, only 
59 made contributions to the American Bible Society, leaving 89 that 
reported nothing. Those 59 charges paid only $298.00. However, that 
is just twice the amount paid the previous year. $395.53 was paid 
this year. We are glad to report this increase; but we need to rec- 
ognize that we are still far short. 

We recommend an assessment of a sum equal to 1 per cent of the 
pastor’s salary to be placed on each charge by the presiding elders 
and the District Board of Stewards; and, that our pastors follow the 
disciplinary plan in the raising of said assessment by receiving a 
free-will offering from each congregation.

ORPHANAGE BOARD 

We, yours and Christ’s servants, respectfully submit our annual 
report concerning the Conference Orphanage. The year just past has 
been marked with some degree of pros])erity, and advancement, which 
is shown by the reports of the Treasurer and of the Superintendent 
included in this report. 

Under the good management of Mrs. Brooks and Miss Cason prog- 
ress in the direction of self-support has been made. The new prop- 
erty has given good returns to the farming work, having 2 )roduced 
the following items: Tomatoes 3400 lbs; cabbage 1500 lbs; i)eas 200 

lbs; beans 1000 lbs; Irish jmtatoes 65 bu; field corn 100 bu; carrots 50 
bu; onions 25 bu; sweet potatoes 150 bu; sweet corn 75 bu; pumj^kins 
100 lbs; squash 100 lbs; celery 8 crates; watermelons 2000; pep 2 >ers 15 
crates; cucumbers 30 crates; eggplant 15 crates; lettuce 20 crates; ruta- 
bagas .500 lbs; turnii) gTeens 1000 bunches; ])eanuts 5 bu; hay 3 tons; 
beets 200 lbs. 

From this there were canned 602 cans of beans; 350 cans toma- 
toes; 100 cans beets; miscellaneous vegetables 75; preserves 85 qts; 
jelly 60 glasses; orange marmalade 198 qts; orange juice 36 qts; tomato 
chowchow 30 qts. 

Children, Conditions, etc . — There were 42 children in the Orphan- 
age at the beginning of the year, 6 have been admitted, 7 returned to 
guardian, 1 dismissed as pa.st age, and one supporting herself, leaving 
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39 in the home at present. All but four of these are in school. The 
religious training as reported previously is consistently kept up. 

The boys and girls are taught to work and are being trained to 
self-support. The health conditions have been unexcelled. Though 
during the epidemic of Trachoma this summer it Avas necessary to have 
fifteen of the children treated, which was successfully done and all are 
now well. 

Support . — The people and pastors have loyally supported this 
work, and have paid up fairly Avell on the assessment ; and many valua- 
ble donations of clothing and food stuff have been received. 

For the maintenance of the Avork, Ave place the assessment for 
1918 at $7000.00. 

And Ave most earnestly urge the pajunent in full, because, while 
our farm products very materially reduce our grocery bill as compared 
AAuth quantity previously bought, the great increase in price of grocer- 
ies, and the annual payment on the neAA^ place Avill require every dollar 
of the assessment.
